This vexed question of -women’s 
dress is generally accepted as being 
a modern problem but it really turns 
out to be the oldest in the world or 
one of the oldest. If there is another 
as old, undoubtedly it also has some- 
thing to do with women. 

On down through the ages’ the holy 
men made efforts to rebuke the foib- 
les cf women and gave good advice, 
but there is no record that their aud- 
iénco turned over a new leaf. St. 
Clement of Rome expostulated in vain.
